ready for occupancy for fall

Itawamba Community College for- 
mally opened its new residential facil- 
ity, Magnolia Hall, with a ribbon 
cutting, July 14, at the Fulton Campus. 

“T have had an opportunity to par- 
ticipate in several milestones since ar- 
riving here at ICC...the opening of the 
new Academic and Student Center on 
our Tupelo Campus, the naming of

many different spaces across our loca- 
tions...but very few as significant as 
this one,” said ICC President Dr. Jay 
Allen. 

“The opening of this innovative stu- 
dent-friendly residence hall will pro- 
vide state-of-the-art housing 
accommodations for 246 additional 
ICC student leaders and scholars,” 
Allen said. “Even with this additional 


number of beds, we still have more 
than 350 students on waiting lists for 
housing this fall. This simply reinforces 
the dire need of this hall.” 

The 72,000-square-foot three-story 
residence has customizable 
halls/wings for separated male and fe- 
male occupancy and two efficiency 
apartments as well as one for the hall 
director. 


“Not only will it provide modern- 
ized residential rooms and ample 
amounts of collaborative study space, 
but it also offers elevated security with 
this being a separated co-ed residen- 
tial hall,” Allen said. “This allows us 
the ability to customize each hall, wing 
and floor so it fits the needs of enroll- 
ment each semester.” - See Magno- 
lia Hall, page four.

You're heard of Walt Disney, Tom Hanks, Guy 
Fieri, Aaron Rodgers, Morgan Freeman and Eddie 
Murphy. 

They are athletes, actors, famous chefs, and they 
are all famous.They have different backgrounds 
and separate pathways to success.

ICC also has its share of “celebrities” who are 
listed among its alumni as well. 

Some of them include professional football play- 
ers Duce Staley, Tim Bowens, Pernell McPhee and 
Darius Slay; baseball players Desmond Jennings 
and Tim Dillard; Northern District Public Service 
Commissioner Brandon Presley; writers Peggy 
Webb and Merle Temple; former BASS Angler of 
the Year Timmy Horton and Auburn head baseball 
coach Butch Thompson. 

Community colleges are a vital part of America’s 
postsecondary education delivery system, serving 
almost half of the undergraduate students in the 
United States. Data from the Mississippi Institu- 
tions of Higher Learning shows that students who 
graduate from ICC and transfer to a university re- 
ceive their degree with a grade point average above 
the state average and earn their college credentials 
with a higher GPA than students who begin their 
university studies their freshman year. ICC also 
ranks second in the state in producing more bache- 
lor’s degrees than any other community college, 12 
short of first place, which is held by an institution 
that doubles our enrollment. 

Community colleges, such as ICC enable stu- 
dents to graduate or complete their studies with 
minimal or no debt. Since roughly 400,000 people 
in the state have an average student loan debt of 
$33,182 and monthly payment of $225, that is re- 
markable! 

The education, which ICC provides, goes beyond 
traditional bricks and mortar with the significant 
impact of online instruction and makes possible the 
attainment of a degree any time, any place, any- 
where! The success of all of our ICC students is 
paramount! 

Public community colleges are a uniquely Amer- 
ican educational model that was designed to guar- 
antee access to affordable, exceptional quality 
higher education for all people. 

Beginning this month, ICC will celebrate its 75th 
anniversary. Its story has meager beginnings. ICC’s 
first facilities were built from secondhand lumber 
on a dusty cotton and corn field in Itawamba 
County, and its first students included 170 veterans 
who were enrolled in college trade training for car- 
pentry, brick and stone masonry, automobile me- 
chanics and intensive business training. 

Over the years, ICC has evolved into a premier 
institution with three exceptional locations: 
Belden, Fulton and Tupelo. 

This year, ICC was selected among the 25 semifi- 
nalists for the Aspen Prize for Community College 
Excellence, a milestone in the award selection 
process. ICC was also selected as a top community 
college in 2013, 2015, 2017, 2019 and 2021, but this 
is the first time it has achieved semifinalist status. 

Like community colleges throughout the nation, 
ICC is unique, and we could possibly be a bit bi- 
ased, but we think it’s the BEST anywhere.

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AD/PN programs 
to benefit 
from WFM grant

Students in Itawamba Community College’s As- 
sociate Degree Nursing and Practical Nursing pro- 
grams again will have an opportunity to benefit from 
a significant grant from the Women’s Foundation of 
Mississippi. 

For the second consecutive year, the $40,000 Ac- 
cess to Opportunity - Training and Graduating a 
Healthcare Workforce for Mississippi grant will be 
divided between the ADN and PN programs based 
on relative progress enrollments, said Tonya 
Vaughn, dean of Health Science Instruction. Last 
year, 3 ADN and 19 PN students received funds. 

During 2021-22,recipients of the grant money ex- 
pressed their appreciation for their selection. 
Among the uses for the funds included purchase of 
a new computer that was comptible with technology 
used in the nursing program, payment for the 
NCLEX review and application, vehicle tires for less 
hazardous travel to and from school and clinics and 
childcare to enable continued enrollment. 

Students in their final year/semester of their 
nursing program will be informed of this grant dur- 
ing the beginning of the fall semester, Vaughn said. 
Those who would like to be considered for the grant 
will complete an application and sign a consent form 
for FAFSA data to be accessed. Selection will be 
based on lowest estimated financial contribution 
and income level and the greatest number of de- 
pendents. 

Students who are selected will be awarded $800. 

This targeted, need-based funding will allow stu- 
dents near graduation to be able to pay for expenses 
such as NCLEX review courses, licensing exams and 
gaps in other financial aid awards that could prevent 
them from finishing their programs, Vaughn said. 

The grant will be evaluated through student sat- 
isfaction surveys. 

“Itawamba Community College is sincerely grate- 
ful to the Women’s Foundation of Mississippi for 
this grant that will enable ICC’s Associate Degree 
Nursing and Practical Nursing students to enhance 
their opportunity to complete their programs,” said 
ICC President Dr. Jay Allen.” It will assist in remov- 
ing financial barriers that could prevent students 
from attaining their dream of preparing for the 
workforce as healthcare professionals.” 

In addition to Rilla Jones, former dean of Health 
Science Instruction, Associate Degree Nursing pro- 
gram director Dr. Dana Walker, Practical Nursing 
program director Dr.Lisa Pearson and Pathways co- 
ordinator Josh Gammill submitted the grant pro- 
posal.

ICC continues to make 
education affordable 
uith no tuition increase

When Itawamba Community 
College begins its fall semester in 
mid-August, there will be no tu- 
ition increase. 

“We realize that with the econ- 
omy and price increases, such as 
fuel, now more than ever, the Col- 
lege needs to make extra sacrifices 
to meet the needs of the people we 
serve,” according to ICC President 
Dr. Jay Allen. 

“By not increasing tuition, 
Itawamba Community College can 
continue to make education more 
affordable to help families during 
these stressful economic times,” 
Allen said. 

Again this summer, ICC ex- 
tended its workday hours from 8 
a.m.-5 p.m., Mondays-Thursdays, 
and closed on Fridays to conserve 
energy, which was especially im- 
portant during the extreme heat 
during June and July. The College 
also reviews each employee depar- 
ture and evaluates if a reorganiza- 
tion and absorption of duties is a 
better fit for the College at that 
time or should the position be re- 
hired. “Like our business partners 
and private citizens, ICC is doing 
more with less,” Allen said. “ICC 


continues to attempt to remove 
barriers and increase access to ed- 
ucation while maintaining its rep- 
utation for academic excellence.” 

In addition to maintaining its 
tuition level, several other options 
have been implemented to ensure 
students have an opportunity to 
continue their education through 
a more transparent process with 
the streamlining of student fees. 
Instead of numerous individual 
fees, a combined single student 
fee will begin this fall for part-time 
and full-time students. The fee in- 
cludes one for student activities 
that will be utilized for expanded 
programing for student groups at 
all three ICC locations, Allen said. 
Room and board costs were ad- 
justed for an updated residence 
hall tier pricing list. 

In June, Allen announced 
salary increases for those who 
were employed at ICC on or before 
April 30. “This increase is attrib- 
uted not only to our Board of 
Trustees, but to the state legisla- 
ture for additional funding that 
was provided for raises. The extra 
funding made it possible to give 
raises without increasing tuition.” 

Board of Trustees Chairman 


Gill Simmons of Tupelo com- 
mended ICC administrators who, 
through strategic expenditures, 
have made this significant step to 
continue to make education af- 
fordable possible. “With today’s 
economy and high gas prices, it is 
imperative that ICC provide this 
much-needed assistance to stu- 
dents, who are our number one 


priority.” 
Eight counties, including Ben- 
ton, Calhoun, Chickasaw, 


Itawamba, Lafayette, Lee, Monroe 
and Pontotoc continue to partici- 
pate in ICC’s guaranteed tuition 
program to ensure high school 
graduates in these localities have 
the opportunity to attend for a 
minimal cost. The program covers 
funding up to the cost of tuition 
and registration fee if no other aid 
is available. In addition, adult 
learners can take advantage of 
scholarships especially designated 
to assist with either their return to 
ICC or enrollment as new stu- 
dents. 

Registration is continuing for 
the fall semester during normal 
business hours as well as special 
open sessions, August 10, 11 and 
12.

Itawamba Community College 
English instructors Amber King 
and Dr. Ashley Craig have re- 
ceived a $4,500 grant from the 
Mississippi Humanities Council 
for “Reflecting Mississippi: Find- 
ing Yourself in Mississippi’s Re- 
flection.” 

“When Amber and I decided to 
apply for the Mississippi Human- 
ities Council grant, we really 
thought about the theme “Reflect- 
ing Mississippi’ meant to us,” 
Craig said. “I grew up in Missis- 
sippi, and I know the stereotype of 
Mississippi. I also know I don’t fit 
that stereotype, but I was unaware 
until later in my life that I wasn’t 
actually the lone non-stereotype. 
What Amber and I hope to do with 
our lecture series is show all the 
voices Mississippi has to offer. I 
hope that our students and the 
surrounding communities can see 
what it took me so long to see: 
Mississippi is diverse and com- 


plex, and that’s exciting and hope- 
ful.” 

Public events, which will in- 
clude several speakers and writing 
competitions and activities, will 
showcase the diverse culture that 
is often overlooked in Mississippi, 
according to Craig. 

Speakers will include author 
Mary Miller, who teaches in the 
M.F.A. program at The W; Beverly 
Fatherree, emerita professor of 
English at Hinds Community Col- 
lege and Welty House docent; 
Siyha Smith, assistant curator at 
the Oren Dunn City Museum; L. 
Sydney Fisher, author; Danny 
McArthur, reporter for the North- 
east Mississippi Daily Journal; 
and Dr. Bridget Smith Pieschel, 
emerita professor of English and 
women’s studies at The W.
